At least 80 per cent of the 
British Expeditionary force 
in Greece—or about 48,000 
men—has been taken safe- 
ly from the fiery beaches 
of that conquered kingdom;

amid speculations as to whether 
Adolf Hitler's next blow would be 
aimed at the Near East or at this 
Island Itself. 
Some informed military circles 


said a grand scale German attack 
on Egypt and the Suez Canal by 
way of Syria and Palestine was 
likely within 10 days while others 
expressed belief the nazl high com- 
mand again was contemplating In- 
vasion of England very soon. 
The language of the Middle East 
East command communique an- 
nouncing the wlthdrawel of 48,- 
000 men from the bullet-spattered 
beaches of southern Greece Indi- 
cated that the perilous operation 
was proceeding in order to get at 
least some of the 9,000 remaining 
men away. Prime Minister Chur- 
chill said yesterday the British 
had suffered 3,000 casualties 
Greece. 
Because the Germans had gained 


full control of land and air dur- 
ing the fighting around Thermopy- 
lae and because they had smashed 
the only good embarkation port— 
Piraeus—the British re-embarka- 
tlpn "had to take place from open 
beaches against continual enemy 
pressure on land and Heavy, re 
peated attcaks Irom the air," c 
communique said.

AND INTERDEPENDENCE TO ALL* 


Present Upheaval Is Real Revolution for All 


Mankind—It Implies an Enlarged Con- 
ception of the -Church's Mission—Present 
Need for a Few Christian Martyrs

War la a stern schoolmaster, car- 
rying: a rod. It takes everybody in- 
to Its classrooms, to learn anew the 
primary'lessons of human living. 
No part of thin whole earth is to- 
day escaping- the influence of the 
present war. Interior Africa is roar- 
ing with the sound of guns; frozen 
Greenland and Iceland have be- 
come strategic military centers; re- 
mote and placid South Sea Islands 
are busy sites of preparedness; the 
'Balkan peoples, hidden away in 
their mountains, have emerged as 
frenzied participants in the con- 
temporary strife and from the Alas- 
kan Straits to the East Indies the 
Pacific Ocean belies its name. All 
the world is involved. War is teach- 
ing mankind for the first time the 
major facts of geography. Dally the 
uttermost parts of the 
globe 
arc 


bound together by radio; as 
in 
a deeper sense, they are united by 
common fears and 
by 
common 
hopes. Ultimately, the present war, 
which seems to be rending the na- 
tions apart in deadly strife, will 
prove to have been the greatest uni- 
fying force in mankind's long his- 
story. 


Just as the 
first 
persecutions 
scattered the 
earliest 
Christians 


abroad, each to kindle a new fire 
of faith wherever he landed, so to- 
day's conflagration is disturbing 
the embers of new life to farthest 
horizons. Had it not been for these 
early tribulations the infant Church 
might have settled down in compla- 
cency as a Jerusalem sect or group 
despite the command of their de- 
parting Lord that they should be 
His universal witnesses. The Old 
Testament uses the figure of the 
eagle stirring up the nest, that the 
young might be forced to fly. Thus 
persecution scattered the disciples 
abroad. Placidity is not a great 
goal of existence; and no parents 
are more mistaken than the ones 
who seek to provide a safe 
and 
easy life for their children. "Grant 
me the struggle, that my soul may 
grow."

Pas- 
tor NiemoeHer, in a German con- 
centration camp, is the most effec- 
tive force for Christianity in Ger- 
many today, serving more might- 
ily by his suffering than any bish- 
op or other official. The cause of 
Christ in Japan would be in a more 
hopeful state today had there been 
a leader ready to suffer martyrdom 
for the Name. No ancient aphorism 
is truer than the one which declares 
that "The blood of the martyrs is 
the seed of the 
Church." That 


cause will live which has advocates 
willing to die. Patriotism prevails 
because so many persons prefer it 
to a mere prolongation of physical 
existence. 
The Church is death- 
less because such a multitude of 
her members are willing to give tip 
their lives for her. This is an ap- 
propriate time to 
mediate 
upon 


Stephen, the martyr, whose first 
offspring was Saul of Tarsus, who 
became Paul the Apostle. Stephen 
himself was a lineal spiritual de- 
scendant of the Christ who died on 
the cross. 


These are days, when nobody's 
home is beyond the possible reach 
of bombs, for serious thought upon 
the relative unimportance of dying1, 
as compared with the obligations of- 
loyalty. 
To perish for the sake of 


a holy cause is to achieve a glorious 
success. 


"For how can man die better, 
Than facing fearful odds, 
For the ashes of hla fathers, 
And the temples of his gods?" 


This martyr spirit, untouched by 
morbidness, has been Great Brit- 
ain s largest gift to the present 
world war. Her people have sub- 
ordinated their own personal com- 
fort and safety to a high-souled de- 
votion to Ideals which they deem 
more important than life. They pre- 
fer to die as free men and women, 
rather than to live as slaves of 
despotism. 
And when the Church 


awakens 
to this same do-or-die 
spirit, we shall see such a revival of 
Christianity as followed the perse- 
cution of the first Christians. 


The Death of Isolntlonnllsm. 
By the passage of the lease-lend 


.bill, the United States administered 
a death blow to the isolationism 
which, in the spirit of "safety first," 
seeks to preserve Us own comfort, 
regardless of the fate 
of others. 


This mood ia well expressed by the 
old jingle. 


"God bless me and my wife, 
My son John and his wife, 
Us four; no more, Amen." 


As Scripture aays, "No man llveth 
to himself, and no man dleth to 
himself." We are all hound up in 
the bundle of life. Short-sighted 
selfishness may flout the slogan, 
"Each for ail and all for each," but 
it is the Christian law of life. Our. 
religion is solidly based upon a Life i 
once offered up selfishlcssly on a I 
cross., 


This vast and sublime conception 
Is more easily talked about 
than 
practiced. It 
was a severer jolt 


than we can realize for the early < 
Church, satisfied with Its Jewish 
limits, to accept the truth that its ' 
precious heritage belonged to all 
the world, regardless of racial, re- 
gional or religious 
classifications. 
To carry the Gospel 
to Samaria 


was more of a strain to them than 
for 
the 
present-day 
Church 
to 
preach the Gospel to Africa and 
Asia. 


Nevertheless, the Spirit of Jesus 


within them, aided by the fierceness 
of persecution without, made the 
Christians cosmopolites and pion- 
eers of a world brotherhood. They 
surmounted the high hurdles of in- 
sulaniy and race ism 
which pre-

More than 500 men have received 
special Instructions and on-the-job 
. experience in specialized types of 
work, such as truck driving, map- 
ping, surveying, 
auto mechanics, 


welding and drafting, at the Soil 
Conservation Servlce-CCC Camp at 
Corsicana, since July 1935, when it 
was established, R. C. Jernlgin, 
camp superintendent, reported to- 


"Whllo much of the experience 
gained by these men is of value In 
the immediate defense program," 
Jern{gan said, "a large number of 
them came from 
farms and on 
their return will tako with them tho 
ability to apply conservation prac- 
tices to the land." 
In addition to the general back- 
ground in soil conservation prin- 
ciples, he continued, the training 
in the operation of and care of au- 
tomotive , equipment and in rudi- 
mentary surveying and 
mapping 
gives these enrollecs the foundation 
for the establishment of sound con- 
servation and land use program. 


Safety Training. 
"Another thing that will prove

The Texas Supreme Court 


today ordered a new trial 
in the famous Lone Star Gas 
rate case. 


Extending over a period 


of approximately 10 years, 
the litigation has involved 
the greatest pas rate controversy 
in the 
history of the Southwest.

based on a jury finding, was re- 
vised on the grounds that the trial 
court erred in admitting testimony 
of the gas company's expert wit- 
ness that he knew the railroad 
commission had never fixed a rate 
of fair return on gas utilities of 
less than seven per cent. 


Another error made by the trial 


court, the Supreme Court said, was 
in refusing to exclude an exhibit 
offered by the gas company con-
